Administrative Step 
Taken in Acquiring 
Tieken’s Property, 
Witness Says at 
House Hearing.

WASHINGTON, June 14 — 
An extra $10,000 was paid by 
the State of Illinois for land 
belonging to United States At- 
torney Robert Tieken because 
it was “administratively exped- 
jent” to do so, Edwin A. Ros- 
enstone, executive director of 
the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings, testi- 
fied yesterday. 

Rosenstone said he author- 
ized the additional money after 
months of dickering, because 
“Tieken’s land was a critical 
piece of property” needed for 
construction of a toll road in 
Lake county, [llinois. He tes- 
tified at a hearing before a 
House Judiciary subcommittee. 

The authorization was given 
last Feb. 3, 11 days after Tiek- 
en, an attorney for the North- 
ern District of Illinois, issued 
federal grand jury subpenas 
for Rosenstone and three other 
state officials: 

Asked by counsel for the 
committee if he considered the 
subpenas a “threat or intimi- 
dation,” Rosenstone replied: 
“I kind of wondered about it.” 

Tells of Authorization.

COINS DATING BACK 
TO TIME OF CHRIST 
FOUND IN LONDON 


LONDON, June 14 (AP) — 
Roman coins dating back to 
the time of Christ have become 
the object of an official inquiry 
to determine their ownership. 

Found in the City—the old 
part of London around the 
financial district—they consist 
of 74 denarii of from 130 B.C. 
to 77 A.D. They were declared 
a treasure trove. Normally that 
would mean they would be- 
come the property of the Mon- 
arch, But the City has its own 
peculiar rights in British law— 
by charter dating back to 1638 
—and probably will become 
the legal owner and the coins 
will be turned over to the City 
Museum. 

When anything is found in 
Britain that may qualify as a 
treasure trove, the coroner of 
the district holds an inquest. 
City Coroner James Milner 
Helme was told the coins were 
found by workmen digging a 
basement in Budge Row, a 
district frequented by Roman 
soldiers when they occupied 
Britain at the beginning of the 
Christian era. 


MACMILLAN SAYS 
EISENHOWER HAS 
OPEN INVITATION 


LONDON, June 14 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Macmillan 
came home from a one-week 
visit to the United States and 
Canada today and said Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has a stand- 
ing invitation to return his 
call. 

“We would like very much 
for him to come,” Macmillan 
said at London airport. “We 
appreciate, However, that as 
the head of state it might be 
difficult for him to get away.” 

The Prime Minister looked 
tired but was in a confident 
mood when he landed on a 
flight from Ottawa, where he 
addressed the Canadian Parlia- 
ment yesterday. 

Macmillan said he has no 
firm plans for seeing French 
Premier De Gaulle but would 
like to talk with him. “I know 
he is heavily engaged at the 
moment and a meeting in the 
immediate future might not be 
feasible,” he added.

Youth Says He ‘Just 
Wanted to See My 
Girl, It Was Kind of 
a Crazy Idea.’ 


DALLAS, June 14 (AP) — 
Police picked up 19-year-old 
Donald Keeton at his mother’s 


house today to end a wide- 
spread search for the lovesick 
Airman Third Class who 
threatened suicide. He said he 
made a plane flight from Mis- 
sissippi because “I wanted to 
see my girl.” 

The girl, Doris Lynn Bowling, 
17, came into his arms at-the 
police station. 

But she told reporters, “I 
know I'll never marry him. He 
knew that before this.” 

Keeton took off Thursday in 
a rented plane from Gulfport, 
Miss., leaving a suicide note. 
He flew an erratic course, fin- 
ally landed the plane near 
Tyler, Tex., and rode a bus to 
Dallas. : 

Meanwhile, planes and ground 
parties searched a vast area of 
Louisian and Texas fearing he 
had crashed. 

The suicide note “was just 
a lot of baloney,” he told his 

wed mother, Mrs. Anna 
B Keeton. 

Calls Note a Ruse. 

He told reporters he wrote 
the note as a ruse to gain 
extra time after leaving Gulf- 
port. He said he felt the search 
would be directed out over the 
Gulf of Mexico in expectation 
that he had plunged his plane 
into the sea. 

“He just walked into my 
room, woke me up, and said, 
‘Hi, mom,’” his mother said. 

Keeton said he sought to 
reach his.girl’s house first but 
it was surrounded by police, 
so he phoned from his moth- 
er’s house. 

Lynn stated definitely that 
she would not marry Keeton, 
but said, “I'll still date him.” 
Twice she broke off engage- 
ments with her childhood 
sweetheart because she felt she 
is too young to be married, and 
today said she felt the same 
way. 

Keeton flushed when they 
embraced at the police station. 
They talked in low tones for a 
minute or two. 

‘Landed in a Swamp.’ 

“I landed the plane in a 
swampy field near Tyler. 
There’s not a scratch on it,” he 
said. He hoped to make it to 
Dallas, he related, but ran out 


of gas. 
“I didn’t have any particular 
way to get up here,” he told 
newsmen. “I was unable to get 
leave. I wanted to see my girl. 
It was kind of a crazy idea. 
“I didn’t think it would do any 
good to talk to her by phone. 
I needed to see her.” 

Keeton said befor Lynn ar- 
rived that “it will be worth it 
for just an A.W.O.L. I still 
haven't given up hope of win- 
ning her back.” 

He said he was pursued for 
a time by three F-100 jet 
fighters, but he evaded them 
by flying low up the Red river 
bed 


An Air Force spokesman said 
Keeton will face A.W.O.L. 
charges. The spokesman said 
the punishment on conviction 
will be up to the military 
court. Keeton’s commanding 
officer at Keesler Air Force 
Base, Col. George L. Robinson, 
said normal military action will 
be taken.

Officials in Washington were 
reported pleased by Russia's 
agreement to sit down at the 
time and place suggested by 
Mr. Eisenhower.

Rebels Cites Disillu- 
sionment With Amer- 
ican Policies.

TUNIS, June 14 (AP) — 
Spokesman for the Algerian 
rebels’. accused the United 
States today of standing back 
and watehing their rebellion 
like a football game while 
arming the French team. 

The spokesman charged that 
only the receipt of United 
States aid has enabled France 
to fight the rebels for 43 
months, 

“Give us one plane, only one 
civilian transport with only one 
of its four engines working and 
we will believe the United 
States is not supporting French 
colonialism,” the rebel said. 

The spokesman interviewed 
in the capital of neighboring 
Tunisia is an important official 
of the. National Liberation 
Front (F.L.N.), the spearhead 
of the rebellion, who cannot 
be identified by name. He was 
accompanied by a man intro- 
duced as a major just back 
from fighting with the rebel 
army. ' 


The official repeated earlier 
rebel rejections of French Pre- 
mier De Gaulle’s offer of equal 
French ‘citizenship to the Al- 
gerian Arabs and _ Berbers, 
made in hopes of ending the 
uprising for independence. De 
Gaulle also promised to call 
local elections in Algiers soon. 

The spokesman said, “Details 
of his politics and proposals 
that interest the West do not 
interest us at all.” 


Since the rebellion started in 
November 1954 the 9,000,000 
Algerians have suffered more 
than 600,000 casualties—killed, 
wounded and missing—the 
spokesman said. “‘In light of 
that; it is a mockery to ask me 
what the people think of De 
Gaulle's proposal for elections. 

“These proposals are a com- 
edy,” he declared, adding that 
the war will go on until Al- 
geria is independent. 

The rebel army has grown 
from about 3000 men armed 
with hunting rifles, knives and

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said yester- 
day Mr. Eisenhower would 
“work as hard as éver before 
to - the Senate to pass a bill 
as recommended it.” 

“He certainly hopes the 
Senate will amend the House 
bill to comply with the objec. 
tions he has,” Hagerty added. 

The House approved the re- 
organization measure  Thurs- 
day by a vote of 402 to 1 after 
rejecting three amendments 
the President insisted were 
vital to the nation’s defense 

Senator Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire, second rank- 
ing Republican on the Armed 
Services Committee, said he 
hoped Mr. Eisenhower now 
realized the Senate was not 
going to give him everything 
he wanted in the reorganiza- 
tion bill. 

Bridges said the President 
should be willing to compro- 
mise his demands in a spirit 
of “give and take.”

Adams and Symington: Both Wrong 


The independent agencies were established 
to be independent of both Congress and the 
Executive. Acco y, it is wrong for either 
members of Congress or the Executive to at- 
tempt to influence, directly or indirectly, the 
decisions of such agencies as the FCC, FTC, 
and SEC. Presidential Assistant Sherman 
Adams and Senator Stuart Symington both 
violated that canon in the cases which the 
Oren Harris subcommittee disclosed this 
week. 

Senator Symington, it was revealed, wrote 
and telegraphed FCC Commissioner Richard 
A. Mack on behalf of Harry Tenenbaum of 
St. Louis, who was trying to get FCC ap- 
proval for a TV channel. Senator Symington 
only asked the FCC to give the @ase “the con- 
sideration you believe proper,” which he 
could have assumed the FCC would do any- 
way. But he was wrong in using the prestige 
of his office in any way to-create even the 
appearance of intervention before an inde- 
pendent agency. Senators are not elected to 
represent clients before such agencies. Cou- 
rageous senators say so when approached by 
constituents for that purpose. 

More serious, we think, is the case of Sher- 
man Adams. There can be no doubt that his 
relationship with Bernard Goldfine, as de- 
scribed in his own letter to congressional in- 
vestigators, has been a highly improper one 
for a man in his position. Mr. Adams, who 
condemned the laxities of the Truman Ad- 
ministration from one of the very loftiest 
moral elevations, now is revealed to have en- 
gaged in practices strikingly similar to those 
of some Truman cronies. 

°. > . 

The President’s assistant, who far more 
than any other aide has earned the right to 
be called assistant president, excuses his ac- 
ceptance of some $1600 in free hotel accom- 
modations as a perfectly natural and normal 
social relationship. It is nothing of the kind, 
Conceivably one might be a guest under such 
circumstances on an unusual occasion, but it 
is by no means ordinary to make a consistent 
and repeated practice (“‘whenever I was in 
Boston overnight”) of letting somebody pick 
up the hotel check. 

Mr. Adams makes a point of the fact that 
he supposed Mr. Goldfine maintained “this 
apartment” on a continuing basis, afd only 
found out otherwise when the hotel records 
were subpoenaed by the Harris subcommittee. 
But as James Reston of The New York Times 
points out, Mr. Adams occupied several dif- 
ferent suites on different occasions. How 
could he possibly believe that Mr. Goldfine 
maintained them all on a continuing basis? 


“This part of his defense; we regret to say, 
seems tinctured with hypocrisy. | 
When Mr. asked Mr. Adams to 
find out “what had prompted” an FTC pro- 
ceeding against one of his textile firms for 
mislabeling, Mr. Adams got in touch with 
Chairman Howrey of the FTC. Mr. Adams 
contends he only asked for information. That 


is what the Truman cronies used to say. But 


everybody in Washington knows that a tele- 
phone call from the White House—most par- 
ticularly from the second highest person in 
ithe White House—bears a special cachet 
which any White House appointed official 
idéntifies by instinct. The simple truth is 
that Mr. Adams interceded on behalf of Mr. 
Goldfine with Commissioner Howrey, and all 
three knew of it. 
- . . 


Mr. Goldfine had further trouble with the 
FTC, and Adams made an appointment 
for him with Mr. Howrey. Mr. Adams brushes 

off as a minor service Of no consequence. 
But how many industrialists in trouble with 
the’ FTC can get an appointment with the 
chairman through the White House? Is Mr. 
Adams naive? Or does he think the public 
is naive? 

Finally, Mr. Adams excuses his intercession 
in a Goldfine case at the SEC on the ground 
that he personally did not run over to the SEC 
offices .and ‘that his emissary, the special 
counsel to the President, did not ask the SEC 
to do or refrain from doing anything. The 
SEC, like the FTC, is an independent agency, 
set up by Congress expressly to remain out- 
side the orbit of Executive influence which 
properly permeates the executive depart- 
ments. For Mr. Adams to have asked the SEC 
to act or not act would indeed have been 
outrageously improper. It is somewhat less 
so, but.still improper, to express a White 
House interest in a case before the SEC, as 
Mr. Adams did. Everybody who knows the 
telegraphic code of Washington understands 
that any such expression of interest is a sig- 
nal to go slow. 

Mr. Adams’s whole defense sounds strik- 
ingly like that of Richard A. Mack, the FCC 
commissioner who was forced out of office by 
the Administration after congressional inves- 
tigators revealed that he had taken money 
and favors from a person interested in a TV 
channel. Mr. Mack said he took the favors 
but was not really influnced by them. That 
is what Mr. Adams says. Mr. Mack admitted 
being under obligation but said he did not 
use his official position to reciprocate. That 
is what Mr. Adams says. 

Mr. Mack resigned. 


First Step Toward New Jobs 

The Aldermen would do well to give prior- 
ity to the Administration-backed bill granting 
the St. Louis Industrial Park Corp. a three- 
year option to purchase Columbia Bottoms. 

Industrial Park Corp. is the not-for-profit 
agency créated by the Metropolitan Chamber 
of Commerce to develop the enormous indus- 
trial potential of the Bottoms—and in the 
doing to create new jobs for the St. Louis 
area. It was organized by the Chamber only 
after the Missouri Legislature repeatedly de- 
clined to equip the Bi-State Development 
Agency with powers necessary to transform 
the 4400-acre farm tract into an industrial 
park. 

St. Louis originally purchased the Bottoms 
as the site of a second major airport, but this 
use no longer is feasible for techriical’ and 
other reasons. Engineers estimate that indus- 
trial development in the area could create 
60,000 to 90,000 new jobs—more new employ- 
ment than is represented: in the total manu- 
facturing payroll of Houston. 

St. Louis needs those new jobs. The first 
step toward making them a reality is for the 
Aldermen to option the site to the Chamber's 
non-profit corporation. A companion meas- 
ure also ought to be undertaken in St. Louis 
county. The Bottoms land now is zoned for 
single-family use and a change to industrial 
use will be necessary. 

The St. Louis metropolitan area must ac- 
celerate its rate of industrial expansion if it 
is to keep up with its metropolitan competi- 
tors—and if it is to provide jobs for the grow- 
ing numbers in the next generation. Two 
simple ordinances—one by the Aldermen in 
the city, the other by the County Council— 
will greatly enhance the area’s industrial 
prospects. 


De Gaulle’s Constitutional Mixture 


The constitutional reforms outlined by Gen. 
De Gaulle-would give France a government 
somewhat more like that of the United States 
than like those of the Eufopean democracies, 
But they w not create the clear separa- 
tion of powers eharacteristic of the American 


system. And for the sake of political stabili-. 


ty, the reformed» government ought to be 
perhaps more completely like the one or 
the other. 


De-Gaulle. wants a strong president, but 
only in-@ pative “s¢nse. The president 
would have. the Yo discharge premiers 


and parliaments,” ‘The threat. of calling for 
new elections ought to make législators think 
twice before blocking a program, especially 
one favored by the. president. Yet without 


modification of the extreme party spirit, the 


politicians might decide to go to the people, 
And a national election would be a more 
serious interruption of orderly government 
than an old-style cabinet crisis. 

While De Gaulle would have the president 
chosen by a sort of electoral college—and 
why not by direct popular vote?—this official 
still would be only the head of state. The 
premier would be the head of the govern- 
ment. Would it not be wiser to strengthen 
the authority of this man, directly responsi- 
ble for policies and their implementation? 


De Gaulle would separate executive and 
legislature by forbidding legislators to .be 
cabinet members. This resembles the Améri- 
can pattern. Yet it might. weaken the ad- 
ministration: The premier would not be party 
leader as in Britain, re the power of dissolu- 
tion would not be in hands but in those of 
a president virtually above the political arena. 


De Gaulle also would strengthen the Sen- | 
ate. American experience has shown that an 


upper chamber can exert a restraining influ- 
ence. But Britain does quite well with what 
is for all practical purposes a unicameral leg- 
islature. The French weakness is the multi+ 
plicity of parties and the inevitability of rule 
by blocs which cannot be held together long 
enough for genuine continuity.

mental apparatus, be it a republic as in the 
United States or a constitutional monarchy as 
in Britain. Perhaps it also could animate the 
blend proposed by De Gaulle. The priceless 
ingredient in any system is an appreciation 
of continuity and responsibility. 

A nation as old and as intellectually fertile 
as France has its own peculiar genius. No 
foreigner can say how this should express 
itself. But refinements in De Gaulle’s propo- 
sals should make their merit clearer and 
their adoption more certain. 


Encouraging Support for India 


One of the most heartening provisions of 
the mutual security authorization bill, as 
voted by the Senate, is the expression of sup- 
port for the economic development of India. 
This amendment, which urges free world as- 
sistance for India’s second economic five-year 
plan, had the bipartisan sponsorship of Repub- 
lican Senator Cooper of Kentucky and Demo- 
cratic Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts. 

Notwithstanding the fact that India is the 
hope of the Western world for demonstrating 
democratic ideals and procedures in Asia, in 
contrast with the Communist order of Red 
China, a strong fight was made against the 
Cooper-Kennedy provision. Senator Bridges 
of New Hampshire led the battle against it. 
— Whip Dirksen of Illinois joined 

im. 

A major criticism of the Cooper-Kennedy 
provision was that it held out a promise to 
India which might not always be honored by 
the United States. Were aid later withdrawn, 
so it was said, this would be a discouragement 
to India. Senator Bridges argued in addition 
that to refer to India specifically was to slap 
the faces of Latin-American nations and all 
other allies of the United States. 

These arguments claim too much. In the 
first place, the needs of India represent large 
stakes in.the Cold ‘War.. When the United 
States helps India to bulwark its economy 
against Communist infiltration the United 
States helps itself as well, ‘Second, the Indian 
requests are not unreasonable. . Third, 
strengthening democracy ‘in India also is 
strengthening it in Latin America. : 
~ The lineup of the Senators by parties on 
the issue of writing a specific encouragement 
of India into the authorization bill shows that 
President Eisenhower still has missionary» 
work to do among members of his own party, 
While a majority of the Republicans re- 
fused to support the stand of President Eis- 
enhower’s former Ambassador to India on 
this important issue, the Democrats backed 
him 2% to 1.

60,000,000 Americans Inspecting Their ‘Real Estate’ 


Vacation Visitors to 29 National Parks Will Increase 8 Per Cent This Year 


James Nelson Goodsell 
in The Christian Science Monitor 


More than 60,000,000 Americans 
are going to use their vacations this 
year to inspect 29 pieces of their 
own “real estate.” 

These 29 pieces are the National 
Parks—areas owned by the Federal 
Government and, hence, indirectly 
by each and every American. 

The 1958 tally of anticipated vis- 
itors—an eight per cent increase 
over the previous record of slightly 
under 59,000,000 in 1957—is going 

to tax the serv- 
ices of the parks

past severai years to make ready for 
the annual tourist invasions which 
yearly become more pronounced. 

National Park Service officials 
now wonder if they’re going to be 
able to keep up with the increase. 

Even though there are plenty of 
complaints from many Americans 
about the number of visitors crowd- 
ing into the parks at peak season, 
these same people never seem to 
tire of visiting the parks. 

It’s estimated by park officials that 
fully 85 per cent of the visitors re- 
turn regularly to one or more of 
the parks. 

At present, these officials are sur- 
veying new ways to make the areas 
more attractive. What concerns them 
most is the opening of new facilities 
and sections within the parks to cope 


1 with the annual increase — which 


some people think may reach 80,- 
000,000 by 19 

The average visitor, however, with 
a little initiative can get around the 
overcrowded conditions in the parks. 
And by so doing, he'll get much 
more out of his visit. 

One of the best ways is to include 
the Nationa! Forests—often adjacent 
to the national parks—on an itin- 
erary. 

These virgin wildernesses, also 
federally operated, are not as well 
known and often provide just as 
spectacular scenery and attractions 
as the parks themselves. 


Within the parks, many of the fa- 
cilities and services are little used. 
Campfire lectures at park lodges by 
seasoned naturalists attached to the 
Park Service afford a wide oppor- 
tunity for visitors to get to know 
something of the history of the area. 

Guided tours led by these natural- 
ists get the tourist off the beaten 
path onto some of the little-known 
trails within the region. 


Sometimes it’s fun to go it alone. 
At park headquarters and entry 
points, it’s possible to purchase a 
map of the region, showing footpaths 
and trails, elevations, valleys, lakes, 
streams, and roads. 

With these maps in hand, there 
is no trouble in getting to see the 
more remote regions of these parks 
through which the main highways 
do not pass. 


Another way to get a lot from a 
summer visit is to join an adventure 
tour. Lasting from four to 12 days, 
these adventures explore much of 
the uncharted American forest and 
mountain wildernesses in the Na- 
tional Parks and forests—all under 
the eye of an experienced guide. 


Exclusive of transportation to and 
from the starting point, these tours 
are priced as low as $40 for a four- 
day junket into\ the Colorado 
Rockies. Twelve-day saddle trips 
cost $250. 

A number of these tours are spon- 
sored by the Trail Riders of the 
Wilderness, an organization directed 
by the American Forestry Associa- 
tion in co-operation with the United 
States Forest Service and the Na- 
tional Park Service. 

If you’re not inclined to take one 
of these guided tours, but still want 
a little outdoor living, each of the 29 
parks furnishes camping and accom- 
modation centers. 

For example, in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park (the first of the 29 parks 
to be established—a 3742-acre tract 
in Wyoming, with fringes in Mon- 
tana and Idaho), there are 16 camp- 
grounds—six of which are modern, 
easily accessible sites, while the 
other 10 are in isolated areas with 
only the barest of facilities. 


Even if you don’t own an automo- 
bile, it’s easy to visit the parks. Rail 
and bus service connect them with 
the more populated areas nearby. 
Frequent tours by auto and bus 
through the parks are offered. 

Information on these parks and 
forest facilities is available from 
the United States Government Print- 
ing Office in Washington. 

Two booklets, National Forest Va- 
cations and Camping Facilities in the 
National Park System, are especially 
helpful. In addition, more than 60 
guides to the individual parks, for- 
ests, monuments, and the like are 
available. 

A handy check list on these pub- 
lications—listing their cost—is avail- 
able from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Washington 25, D.C.

PARIS, June 14 (UPI) — 
Jacques Soustelle, political 
“brain” of the Algerian gen- 
erals’ revolt, spent 90 minutes 
with Premier De Gaulle today 
“exchanging ideas about the 
North African problem.” 

Before he went into con- 
ference with De Gaulle there 


had been conflicting reports 
that he would either be given 
a dressing down or named to 
a government job. 

Soustelle, who fied police 
survelliance in Paris May 16 
to take over political direction 
of the febellion of rightist 
settlers and generals in Al- 
giers, returned to Paris Thurs- 
day night at De Gaulle’s sum- 
mons. 

De Gaulle’s failure to in- 
clude Soustelle in his cabinet 
had caused bitterness in Al- 
giers and there were reports 
that Soustelle might be of- 
fered a high government post. 

Soustelle went to De Gaulle’s 
office at 10:30 am. and 
emerged at noon. 

“Of course, you can imagine 
that Gen. De Gaulle wanted to 
exchange ideas about the 
North African problem,” he 
told newsmen walting outside. 

“I shall be staying in Paris 
a few days to explain to other 
members of the government a 
few aspects of the problem 
that te have not been 
completely understood.” 

Comment on Cabinet Post. 

When he was asked whether 
he would take a cabinet post, 
Soustelle said only that he 
is “always at the General's 
disposal.” 

While there were still indica- 
tions of dissatisfaction among 
the firebrand extremists in 
Algeria, leaders of the All- 
Algeria committee of Public 
Safety expressed full approval 
of De Gaulle’s pledge to 
“pacify” Algeria while keeping 
it tied to France. 

Even Leon Delbecque, right 
wing vice president of the All- 
Algeria Public Safety Commit- 
tee, came out publicly last 
night for “total union’ behind 
De Gaulle, “here and _ in/'| 
France.” 

The insurrectionary rule of 
the island of Corsica ended 


officially this morning when | 


De Gaulle’s personally-appoint- 
ed prefect, Guy Lamassoure, 
moved into government head- 
quarters and military junta 
leader Col. Robert Thomazo 
moved out. Thomazo was sent 
to Corvica by the Algiers Pub- 
tic Safety Committee to take 
over ll civil and military 
powers after the Corsican re- 
volt against the former govern- 
ment of Pierre Pflimlin. - 

Lamassoure annotnced that 
Thomazo would take over com- 
mand of the military sub- 
division on Corsica. 

Last night, the Premier de- 
clared in a_ radio-television 
broadcast to the nation that 
Algeria must be “body and 
soul with France.” 

He also asserted that during 
the past dozen years. the 
French “regime of parties . 
showed itself incapable of as- | 
suring the conduct of affairs.” 

Insurgents Approve Talk. 

Both statements were in line 
with the Public Safety Com- | 
mittee’s thinking but he 
avoided use of their “total in- 
tegration” slogan for Algeria 
and spoke of forming “federal” 
links with French North Africa. 

De Gaulle’s first “fireside 
chat” since bec#eming Premier 
Juna 1 won the full approval 
of Algeria’s insurgent leaders. 
This indicated the public safe- 
ty movement is falling in line 
with the General—publicly, at 
least — and that extremists 
known to be disillusioned with 
him have decided to stay mum. 

De Gaulle, in his broadcast, 
announced a financial program 
designed to put France back 
on its feet. It ‘included the 
floating of a new national loan 
and a special “amnesty” to 
crisis-worried Frenchmen who 
had been hoarding gold and 
hard currency in banks out- 
side France. 

De Gaulle declared France 
must be strengthened so it can 
“take the place which is ours 
in the Western world.” 

He said he aimed “in the 
Western world to which we be- 
long, without having to confine 
ourselves to it, to take the 
place which is ours, to carry 
out the acts which are our acts, 
with a view to serving both 
peace and security.” 

This was interpreted as a 
notice that the France of De 
Gaulle, while preserving its 
Western alliances, would main- 
tain freedom of action in its 
international relations. 

De Gaulle appealed to the 
nation to back his bid in the 
nationwide constitutional re- 
form referendum next month, 
so that the French executive 
can be given “strong, stable 
and efficient” authority to 
solve its problems. 

He called for pacification of 
Algeria, and organization “in 
the federal manner the links 
of our metropolitan France 
with the associated peoples of 
Africa and. Madagascar.”

FINDS IT ILLEGAL

Birds that swarm into cherry 
trees to peck away at ripe fruit 
can be a nuisance, but setting 
traps is not the way to go 
about keeping them out, au- 
thorities told Herman F. Birke 
of 1432 Tamerton avenue, Uni- 
versity City, yesterday.

DEFENDS LEGALITY 
OF FBI WIRETAPPING 


Recent Supreme Court deci- 
sions relating to wiretapping, 
congressional investigations 
and lower court criminal pro- 
ceedings were both defended 
and criticized here yesterday. 

The discussion was held in a 
workshop session on criminal 
law at the Midwest Regional 
Meeting of the American Bar 
Association at Hotel Sheraton- 
Jefferson. About 1000 lawyers 
and judges from seven states 
attended the two-day meeting, 
which ended last night. 

Speaking on a_ three-man 
panel, Malcolm Anderson, As- 
sistant Attorney General of the 
United States in charge of the 
Criminal Division of the De- 
partment of Justice, defended 
the legality of wiretapping by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation but said that such meth- 
ods were used only in counter- 
espionage activity, never in 
domestic crime situations. 

Reply to Hoffa Defender. 


Anderson's statements were 
made in 
another panel member, Edward 
Bennett Williams, who was de- | 
fense attorney for James R. 
Hoffa and Frank Costello) 
among others, that the FBI had | 
“engaged in wiretapping 
against the law of the land.” 

Williams also defended re- 
cent Supreme Court decisions 
as a protection of individual 
liberties and expressed dismay 
at Congressional moves to curb 
the Court’s appellate power. 

The prominent defense at- 
torney also alleged that Con- 
gressional investigative power 
had been abused. “Congress 
has no right to expose, casti- 
gate, or degrade a witness,” he 
asserted. 

Third member of the panel, 
Virgil W. Peterson, director of 
the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion, criticized restrictive court 
decisions that “hamper effec- 


tive law enforcement” and sub- | 


ordinate the rights of society 
to those of persons accused of 
crimes. 

‘Unrealistic’ Expectation. 

Peterson said it was “un- 
realistic” 
‘comply with rules imposed by 
the Supreme Court in recent 


'years dealing with the arrest, 


search, seizure and questioning 

of suspects and still be able 
to enforce laws effectively.. He 
asserted: 

“Lower courts, including 
those at the municipal, county 
and state levels, in attempting 
to follow the reasoning of the 
United States Supreme Court, 
have developed a highly tech- 
nical judicial system that often 
perverts justice 
effective, intelligent law en- 
forcement impossible.”

night, Charles S. Rhyne, presi- 
dent of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, asserted that “most of 
the ills of our nation are due, 
in part at least, to a disrespect 
for law.”
